"W h o 
aas the power to appoint the city en 
pincer, superintendent of water works 
and the street commissioner, or super­ 
intendent of streets, as he is designs 
ted by the code?" 
The solicitor’s an 


swot was that Hie power is vested in 
tile hands of the hoard oi public- aer 
vice. 
Those (laving read tho statement, re­ 
garding the question, made by Exam ­ 
iner I*. A. M acKenzie and published in 
last Monday’s issue of the News Re 
view will quickly perceive that the so­ 
licitor’s opinion is exactly opposite and 
contrary to that of 
Mr 
MacKenzie 
The latter gentleman, wiien interview ­ 
ed this morning, acknowledged his er­ 
ror of judgment, and sanctioned the de 
cision of Solicitor Davidson. Mr. Mac- 
Kcnzie's error, however, was not due 
to his inability to understand the pro­ 
visions of the c o d e relating 
to 
the 
question, his statement 
having been 
given in an off hand manner, no inves­ 
tigation at the time having been mad" 
by him on the subject. 
On section 145, which follows. So­ 
licitor Davidson based Ids opinion: 
“ The directors of public service may 
employ such superintendents, inspec­ 
tors, engineers, harbor masters, clerks, 
laborers and oilier persons as may he
